Farm ers’ Union lo dive Practical lllus- 


I ra tio n at Houston. 


The Farmers Union cotton class­ 
ing school will convene in Houston 
next Monday for a session of from 
three to four months. 
The expec­ 
tations are that during that time 
from 300 to 400 cotton farmers anti 
their sons, as well as others inter­ 
ested in the cotton industry from a 
union standpoint, will be in at­ 
tendance. 
An experiment was made along 
this line last year, the school being 
held in Dallas. 
It proved a success 
and some of the young men who 
were taught cotton classing during 
that term occupied good positions 
with farmers’ union during the past 
cotton season at the various union 
warehouses. 
Last year it was necessary for 
the union to seek outside the union 
for tutors, but this year the faculty 
is made up from among union men 
who have spent the past year in 
cotton classing in addition to the 
instruction 
they 
received at the 
Dallas school. 
This school wHl be a permanent 
feature of the union and it will be 
located in Houston, as heretofore 
stated in The Post. 
The large cen­ 
tral warehouse controlled by the 
union is located permanently in 
Houston, and during the past sea­ 
son many 
thousands of bales of 
cotton w’ere handled through this 
warehouse. 
Samples were kept of 
this cotton and the sample rooms 
of the union on Travis street are 
well stocked with these samples. 
They will furnish all the material 
necessary to give practical lessons 
in cotton classing. 
“ It is simply one of the signs of 
the times, ' stated an official of the 
union to a Post 
representative. 
“ The cotton producers propose to 
know all ab* ut the cotton they pro­ 
duce 
Ever- man in the business 
will so equip himself that he will 
be successful. 
There used to be a 
time— in fact, the time is here at 
present— when the cotton grower 
as a rule knows less about the grade 
of his cotton, than any other man 
connected w’ith the industry. 
He 
is placed at a disadvantage when lie 
goes to market.” — Houston Post.
